In projecting 
vast housing projects, unspiritual plan- 
ners made no provision for church facili- 
ties and the spiritual welfare of the occu- 
pants. How are we going to reach them?

How are we to help those churches 
whose congregations have been decimated 
by the needed rush of workers to defense 
areas? Should we let them struggle ‘along 
as best as we can—let them die by inches 
—or should some plan of at least curtailed 
activity be formulated to keep them in 
operating condition against the day when 
their sons and daughters shall again re- 
turn? 

What about us pastors who are left 
with a handful of people after we have 
been used to seeing a houseful? Shall 
we throw up our hands and declare the 
situation to be hopeless, and shut the 
doors? Or shall we realize that as long 
as there are people left in the community 
there is opportunity to work for Christ? 
Which vision grips us—the vision of souls, 
or the vision of the offering plate? True, 
a man must live, but shall man live by 
bread alone? ; 

What about the people who move into 
defense areas and become so busy that 
they forget all about God? Shall we 
shrug our shoulders and let them become 
the victims of their own indifference and 
neglectfulness, and forget that, like our 
Lord, we are not come to be ministered 
unto, but to minister? 

These are some of the problems that 
1942 has left with us. We have thus far 
been “standing still.” We have been cast- 
ing about for the solution of these prob- 
lems. We have been peering through the 
mist, trying to see “the Salvation of the 
Lord.” We have “compassed this moun- 
tain long enough.” As we enter this new 
year of 1943, let us listen to the voice of 
the Lord as He gives His orders for just 
such times as these, “Speak unto my peo- 
ple that they GO FORWARD.” There 
is no place for turning back in the life of 
a Christian, not even for past blessings! 
Under the stress of crisis and transition, 
and because they could not visualize the 
future Canaan, the Israelites longed for 
the blessings of the past, but God said, 
“GO FORWARD.” 

Is the shine and glitter of gold and sil- 
ver going to dim the vision of souls? In 
some areas, church coffers are rapidly fill- 
ing up. Are we going to let a sense of 
ease envelop us, or will we be gripped by 


the tremendous responsibility of steward- 
ship? 

As we obey and go forward in 1943, we 
will find the solution to our problems, 
just as surely as Israel’s problems were 
solved by the parting of the waters, the 
striking of the rock, the quail in the eve- 
ning, and manna in the morning. 

We may have to alter some of our 
methods and procedures. We may find 
that we will have to materially help some 
churches and pastors, so that they may 
continue to serve their communities and 
keep their vision for souls untarnished. 
We may find that assistant pastors will 
have to be called to assist in reaching the 
teeming thousands that are concentrated 
in defense areas; to work under the spon- 
sorship of the regularly established church- 
es in holding cottage meetings in those 
new communities without church facili- 
ties; to go “out in the highways and by- 
ways” for those hundreds of souls who 
have forgotten God in the midst of new 
activities. 


Three little ships, pitching and tossing 
on the waves of the Atlantic were seeking 
a new land—an unknown land—a land 
that would solve the problems of that 
day. On the quarterdeck of the flagship 
stood a man of faith and vision. He had 
caught a gleam of knowledge from the 
All-Wise and was inspired by a vision of 
a new land. He was unmoved by the 
fears of an almost mutinous crew, for his 
faith was not alone in the arithmetical 
calculations of the navigator. His faith

Gathered at 
the dinner tables on Beacon Hill with 
some of the members of my class, one of 
our professors was asked to speak to us 
on the subject, “The Minister in His 
Study.” That which I remember rings in 
my soul today. Said he: “Young ministers, 
my first point in this brief after-dinner 
speech is this: Have a study.” Then he 
asked: ‘Where shall that study be?” 
Answering, he said: “Let it be in the at- 
tic of the parsonage, and enter that attic- 
study through a small hole; put some 
planks over that hole; put your chair on 
those planks; sit down on that chair and 
study, study, study.” 

The saintly Jowett thought it his duty 
to be in his study at the same time the 
labouring men were passing by the doors 
of his manse on their way to their early 
morning work in shop and factory. Wes- 
ley thought that he should be out of bed 
at four o'clock in the morning, studying 
for an hour, and preaching at five. The 
daily schedule of the minister, if conscien- 
tiously kept, is more commanding and 
more demanding than that of the daily 
labourer, or the shop girl, or the doctor, 
or the farmer who faces the rising sun. A 
devoted father said to his minister-son: 
“Keep on your knees and your head in a 
book.” A schedule like that pulls at the 
heart, tugs at the brain, seeks after the 
soul’s depths. —Selected.

SEUDY XXX 
THE JUDGMENT OF THE GREAT CITY 
Chapter 18 

Study the 50th and 51st chapter of Jer- 
emiah. The Babylon of Jeremiah’s day 
was a mighty city, the capital of the empire 
that was the most formidable foe of God’s 
chosen people. Jeremiah knew that Jeru- 
salem was destined to fall under the impact 
of Babylon’s armies, that the destruction 
that was to be wrought would be a terrible 
destruction, and that all efforts to avert 
it would be futile. But he also knew that 
Babylon would fall, and that the fall 
would be climacteric and complete. He 
knew because the revelation had been made 
to him by God. The prophecies were 
written, under an anointing of the Spirit, 
before the events prophesied of came to 
pass; and at the time there seemed to be 
little likelihood, looking at things in the 
natural, that they would ever come to pass. 
But they came to pass in due time. Jeru- 
salem fell as Jeremiah had foretold it 
would fall. And Babylon fell. 

But those who read the chapters above 
referred to will see that the prophecy of 
the fall of Babylon has been fulfilled in 
part only. The prophecy has had a ful- 
fillment, but it is to have a further, a full- 
er, and a final fulfillment. That fulfill- 
ment will come at the time of the end, and 
we read of it here in Revelation. 

It seems quite likely that Babylon will 
be rebuilt. It is an interesting fact that 
the portion of the world where the ancient 
city of Babylon stood has in very recent 
days been attracting the attention of the 
- world. Very important events have been 
taking place in that vicinity. It seems like- 
ly that at the time of the end the city, 
having been rebuilt, will become a great 
commercial center, perhaps the greatest 
in the world, and the utter destruction of 
the city will mark the collapse of business 
enterprise, the utter collapse of business 
enterprise, the utter breakdown of the in- 
dustrial structure that man, under the 
leadership of the world’s greatest human 
dictator, will have succeeded in erecting. 

I. The Angel and His Cry 
Verses 1-3 

Many of the expositors believe that this 

angel is to be regarded as none other than

the Lord Jesus Himself, and this conclu- 
sion seems to be based largely upon the 
fact that we read here that “the earth was 
lightened with his glory.” But whether 
he was the Lord Jesus Himself, or the 
angel Gabriel, or the Archangel Michael, 
matters not. That he was a divinely com- 
missioned messenger of Jehovah we are 
assured. He is described as “another 
angel,” as having “come down from hea- 
ven,” and as “having great power.” He 
was heard to announce the fall of Baby- 
lon; and in announcing its fall he an- 
nounced the cause of its fall—‘She has 


become the haunt of demons, and a dun- | 


geon of every foul spirit and every unclean 
and loathsome bird, for after drinking the 
wine of the passion of her immorality all 
the heathen have fallen; the kings of the 
earth have joined in her idolatry, and the 
traders of the earth have grown rich from 
her excessive luxury.” (Smith-Goodspeed 
translation). It seems quite evident that 
Babylon, at the time of the end, will have 
become the industrial capital of the world 
and, at the same time, will have become the 
fountain head of international iniquity. 
Of course we understand that Babylon 
represents a system, and that the system 
thus represented is portrayed as the con- 
sort of Antichrist, but Babylon will doubt- 
less be a place as well as a system. The 
New Jerusalem is doubtless a place as 


well as the bride of Christ. 
Ii. The Voice Described as “Another 
Voice” and What It Said 
Verses 4-20 


This voice was not the voice of one who 
had “come down from heaven;” it was a 
“voice from heaven” (ek tou ouranou, 
lit., out of the heaven). It was from the 
same place that a voice came at the time 
our Lord was baptized by John the Bap- 
tist (Matt. 3:17). That voice was the 
voice of the Father. May we not conclude 
that, since this voice came from the same 
place and is described in the same manner, 
it too was the voice of God Himself? This 
conclusion is rendered doubly probable by 
the fact that the people of God are ad- 
dressed as “My people.” It is hardly 
likely that any person in heaven aside from 
God would use this language. 


Mark the summons to come out of , 
Babylon: “Come out of her, My people, 
that ye be not partakers of her sins, and 
that ye receive not of her plagues.” By 
the people here spoken of we may under- 
stand any and all who at this stage in the 
coming crisis will be found to have refused 
to take the mark of the beast but who will 
in any way be connected or affiliated with 
the political and commercial system of the 
world. Or, as seems more likely to me, 
this summons should be regarded, not as 
a summons to those who shall be living 
at the time of the end, but rather as a 
summons to God’s people in these days of 
the growing apostasy—days in which we 
live—to separate themselves from her. For, 
while this corrupt system, represented by 
Babylon, will exist in its final form at the 
time of the end, there can be no question 
about the fact that it exists today and 
from it the people of God are called upon 
to separate themselves. 

Mark the statement in verse 5 concern- 
ing Babylon’s sins. ‘Her sins have reached 
unto heaven” the meaning is that her cup 
of iniquity is now full; her sins cry 
for judgment. Whenever the sins of an 
individual, or nation, or a system, “reach 
unto heaven” the arm of God is stretched 
forth in judgment and divine wrath is 
poured out. Thus it was in the days of 
Noah, thus it was in the days of Sodom, 
and thus it will be at the time of the end. 

Mark the fact that while the earth-dwell- 
ers are represented as “weeping and wail- 
ing” over the destruction of Babylon, 
heaven is summoned to rejoice: “Rejoice 
over her, thou heaven, and ye holy apostles 
and prophets; for God hath avenged you 
on her.” What is an occasion of great 
mourning on earth is often an occasion of 
great rejoicing in heaven. The things that 
are of great value in the eyes of unregener- 
ated men are of little value in the eyes of 
God, and of those who see as God sees, 
and vice versa. 

Ill. The Stone Like a Millstone That

Evan Roberts is a man who tested a 
theory and proved it to be true. This is 
the story: Evan Roberts was a young 
Welsh lad who grew up in the mines of 
his native land. He lived in a simple hut 
where nature in her simpler mood spoke 
to him. In that little hut there was a room 
_ deeply consecrated to the melodeon where 
_ Evan and his brother Dan sang the Welsh 
songs from their childhood days. 


That melodeon room rang with the 
wotds of prayer as Mother Roberts 
brought her brood to the throne of God. 


In the little Welsh chapel down the 
road a ways a deacon arose to speak. His 
words were heavy for the ears of the lad 
Evan but on that week-day meeting they 
found a lodging place. Said the deacon, 
“If you pray and wait in a prayerful spir- 
it, some time the Holy Spirit will come 
upon you.” Those words stirred within 
Evan until he determined to seek that 
oncoming touch of the Spirit. 


The lad, as lads do, grew to manhood; 
but always Evan was deeply moved by the 
deacon’s admonition, until when about 
twenty-four years of age the deacon’s 
prayer theory put Evan on his knees. 


“O Lord, bend me, or break me!” 


Over and over again, month by month 
—for eighteen long months—wintry 
months trailing across those of fall, to 
break into the spring and come again to 


summer—Evan’s prayer ascended in those 
words. “O Lord, bend me or break me.” 


It was a short prayer, possibly the 
world’s shortest, yet the longest made. But 
the deacon had said that if you pray and 
wait, the Spirit will come. 

Finally Evan was bent by the Spirit. 
Let him tell the amazing experience: 


“I prayed and prayed, but nothing 
seemed to give me any relief. But one 
night, after I had been in great distress 
about this, I went to sleep, and at one 
o'clock in the morning suddenly I was 
awakened out of my sleep, and I found 
unspeakable joy and awe in the presence 
of the Almighty God. And for the space 
of four hours I was privileged to speak 
face to face with Him as a man speaks 
face to face with a friend. At five o’clock 
it seemed to me as if I again returned to 
earth.” 
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The deacon’s theory became a living 
reality in Evan’s soul! 


For the space of three or four months 
that wonderful experience continued. “Al- 
ways,” testified Evan, “I enjoyed four 
hours of that wonderful communion with 
God. I felt it, and it seemed to change all 
my nature.” 

“And I knew” (the witness of divine as- 
surance) he said, “I knew that God was 
going to work in the land.” 

The lad had felt the urge to preach, so 
he started off to college, but (as he 
feared) those wonderful four morning 
hours of speaking face to face with God 
departed, “And my heart became as 
stone.” 


Again he sought for God, and once 
more He returned! 

And then the miracle of God bending 
a man to the channel of the divine will 
became a reality. The deacon’s words 
were true. Evan arose to speak in a meet- 
ing and the Spirit fell. A strange miracle 
occurred. God spoke through the miner, 
and all Wales was moved. Without effort 
or man’s endeavour meetings broke out 
all over the land. God had visited Wales 
with the glory of His might. 

There was little preaching. They called 
Evan the boy preacher. But bearded cler- 
ics from London rushed down to witness 
the scenes of salvation, and went back to 
say, “He is neither a preacher nor a boy.” 
And they were right. He was twenty-six 
years old, and he disavowed any claim to 
being a preacher. 

He was marvelously sat upon by the 
Spirit, and he talked to the people who 
flocked to their meeting houses. 


G. Campbell Morgan, then in London 
(1905) went to hear Evan and said, “It 
is of God. He is the mouthpiece of the 
fact that there is no human guidance as 
to man or organization. He speaks under 
the guidance of the Spirit, and he calls 
men to follow the guidance of the Spirit 
in whatever the Spirit shall say to them.” 


“We must obey the Spirit,” Evan cried 
throughout the land. 

Three fourths of the meetings consisted 
of singing. Evan had five Singing Sisters 
whose solos were wonders of dramatic 
and musical appeal, as one writer ex- 


pressed it. The people prayed and sang, 
gave testimony or exhorted as the Spirit 
moved them. 

*You can watch the influence of the 
power of the Spirit playing over the con- 
gregation as an eddying wind plays over 
the surface of a pond. The praying and 
the singing are wonderful, but more im- 
pressive than either are the breaks which 
occur when utterance can come no more, 
and the sobbing in the silence is drowned 
in a tempest of melody.” 

It was the oncoming Spirit of God, as 
the deacon had avowed, moving upon the 
land.

The telegraph companies 
at certain hours of the day sent revival 
and spiritual life messages free of charge.

LET’S HAVE A SUNDAY SCHOOL 
RALLY! 


Yes, to start the New Year, A SUN- 
DAY SCHOOL RALLY! 


Realizing that when this reaches you, 
1943 will have already made its appear- 
ance, nevertheless I would suggest that 
you have a RALLY. 

I hope by this time that you folks have 
taken that much needed census that we 
talked about in our colmun two months 
ago. 

And let’s hope that you used that “cen- 
sus taking” as a good opportunity to stir 
up more interest in your Sunday School 
for a drive for new members! 

Also let’s hope that as soon as the census 
was taken, your pastor and Sunday School 
staff met in a workers’ meeting to go over 
and separate the census cards into their 
proper age or class groups; that they were 
turned over to the proper teacher of that 
class or age group, and that that teacher 
and class went to work on those prospects 
immediately, and, of course, that you have 
already been seeing results from your 
efforts! 

Now let us add, not a consummation, to 
our efforts, but a valuable “‘mile-stone”— 
a RALLY! 

Here are a few suggestions: It is best 
to give yourselves time to advertise, talk 
up, and pray for your New Year’s Rally. 

It is well to secure or make or mimeo- 
graph invitations to your Rally (a good 
job .for your high school group or your 
C. A.’s). Be sure and let your invitations 
carry the note of enthusiasm. For ex- 
ample: make them in the shape of a chair 
or have the picture of one on your invi- 
tation, accompanied by the words, “I’m 
saving a place for you at our Sunday 
School Rally” or “You’re invited to enjoy 
our special Rally Service, and I’m saving 
a place for you, etc,” and signed by the one 
who presents the invitation. 

The dictionary definition of the word, 
“rally” is interesting and may lend us a 
better insight into what its real purpose 
is in behalf of our Sunday Schools. It 


means “to reunite, reanimate, call togeth- 
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California 


er, revive, restore, an assembling of scat- 
tered troops; a recovery.” In our case? 
“Recover and discover!” Recover the old 
members, and discover new ones. Make 
every effort to do this very thing! 


Include good spiritual songs, special 
numbers and readings in keeping with the 
theme of your program which I hope will 
be “Salvation, and Decisions for Christ.” 


Some time should be given at the first 
part of your program, for the welcoming 
of new members and introduction of the 
same to classes and teachers. A list of 
the new ones (names and addresses) 
should be secured at the door by a wel- 
coming committee. 


Possibly during the time of “introduc- 
tions” a welcome tag could be pinned on 
the new ones by the teacher and class. 


The climax of your rally program should 
be a simple illustrated message or lesson 
on “The Way of Salvation” and an invi- 
tation to accept Christ or renew old con- 
secrations. 


Every teacher goes into action at the 
call, praying with those seeking Christ, 
encouraging others to accept Him, making 
plain the way to those who do not under- 
stand. Every teacher must be able, ready, 
and equipped to do this work. 

As an added feature to your rally, why 
not install the idea (if I may call it that) 
found in the October issue of the Sunday 
School Counsellor for keeping track of 
absentees and encouraging consistant at- 
tendance in Sunday School. They picture 
two boards in the Counsellor, one for the 
“Sheep in the Fold,” the other for “The 
Straying Sheep.” (For full information 
write to the Gospel Publishing House, 
Springfield, Mo.) It is a clever idea and 


will no doubt bring real results. 


I suggest, as you close your rally service 
that you present each one with an inex- 
pensve souvenir by which to remember the 
service. Announce the Sunday School for 
the following Sunday and urge them all 
to be present and on time, each teacher 
emphasizing the invitation again before 
they leave the building.

violently, completely, and permanently 
overthrown. There will be no restoration 
of Babylon the Great. It will not exist as 
a city, and the place where it will once 
have stood will be a desolate waste during 
the millennium; it will be a reminder dur- 
ing that golden age to all the inhabitants 
of the earth of the fact that God must be 
honored and His will must be done, and 
that a failure to honor God and to do His 

will must issue in divine judgment. 

The system represented by Babylon will 
cease forever. We understand, as has al- 
ready been pointed out, that Babylon rep- 
resents the political, commercial and eccle- 
siastical system of the world in its final 
form. These three systems which today 
are more or less separate, and more ot less 
united, are out of joint. Men who are 
interested in these systems are doing their 
best to improve them. In the days of 
Napoleon, Abbe Sieyes, eminent French 
statesman, who had as much to do perhaps 
as any man in the exaltation of Napoleon, 
said, “We are creating a new era.” And 
today in Germany, in Italy, and in Japan, 


there is much talk about “a new order.” 


But “the new order” is destined to issue 
in “disorder,” in that “confusion” that is 
represented by Babylon. And after Baby- 
lon shall have been destroyed and the sys- 
tem represented by it shall have ceased to 
be, God will establish “a new order” and 
it will be the “order” under which the 
world will be ruled for a thousand years. 
God hasten the glad day! 

IV. The Conclusive Evidence in the Divine 


Records of the Justice of the Judgment 
Determined Upon Babylon 


Verse 24 

“And in her was found the blood of 
prophets, and of saints, and of all that 
were slain upon the earth.” Turning to 
Matt. 23:34-36 we see that our Lord af- 
firmed that the generation that was then 
living and that was about to crucify the 
Son of God was to be held accountable 
for “all the righteous blood that had been 
shed upon the earth.” Guilt is accumula- 
tive in its character. Men who are guilty 
suffer asa result of their sins; they die, 
they pass from the stage of action; the 
mountain of guilt increases in size; after 
awhile it reaches heaven, and judgment 
falls, and when the judgment falls it falls 
as a result of the accumulated guilt of 
centuries. 


God’s records do not lie. The Almighty 
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: keeps books. The acts of individuals and 


the deeds of nations are in them recorded. 
Every account must be settled, and settled 
in full. 

There can be no compromise. This is 
the unmistakable teaching of the Word. 
And, because this is true, in order that the 
believer, having sinned, may be justified, 
it was imperative that Christ come and 
take the sinner’s place, and die in the 
sinnet’s stead, pay the penalty of sin, that 
the sinner might go free. No man ever 
has, or ever can, escape the penalty except 
as he rolls the burden of his guilt off upon 
the divine Substitute. This is why sacti- 
fices, bloody sacrifices, were required in 
the days of the old dispensation and this 
is why Christ came, and became “a full, 
perfect, and sufficient sacrifice, oblation, 
and satisfaction for the sins of the whole 
world.” God gave His Son in sacrifice 
“that He might be just, and the justifier 
of him that believeth in Jesus.” So we 
see how imperative it is that sinners accept 
the Lord Jesus as their Saviour, and how 
impossible it is to be saved apart from such 
acceptance. 

God is infinitely just, and, apart from 
Jesus Christ, there can be no remission of 
sins. Babylon does not believe in, and 
will not receive Christ, and Babylon must 
perish. 


ESTIMATING SUCCESS
